The wild animals that roam at 
large are one of the chjef attract- 
ions of Canada’s National (Parks. 
They are often seen along the roads 
and trails and in the principal re- 
creational areas, This is particul- 
arly true of bears, Secure from 
harm, they become more or less in- 
different to the presence of human 
beings, | 


Though these “clowns of the for- 
est” provide a great deal of inter- 
est and amusement for visitors, old 
and young alike, it should be re- 
membered that they are still wild 
animals, very strong and active, 
and when aroused capable of in- 
flicting serious injury. 


Distressing accidents, the result 
of visitors feeding and petting the 
bears, have been recorded in re- 
cent years some proving rather ser- 
ious. Most of these accidents ‘are 
due to over-familiar}iy. When a 
bear becomes accustomed tq being 
fed, and food to his liking is not 
fortheoming when required, he 
will take it. He will raid’ the cam- 
psite, kitthen larder, car, or gar- 
bage can and make himself a dang- 


‘\erous nuisance. Then he'ls io ldng- 


er amusing, .partivilarly® to: those 
who suffer loss as a result of his 
depredations, and he must be shot, 
Feed a bear or petting a cub 
means in most cases signing’ its 
death warrant.

I don’t know where to start first, 
So many things have happened 
since last I wrote, Well, to begin 
with, I have escaped death at the 
hands of the enemy in a way 80 @- 
mazing I am still in a daze. You 
remember I told you I was going 
over armed with the Bible too?— 
That Bible is the reason I am still 
here and able to write this letter 
to all America. 


Here is the story: My buddy and 
I were sent out on duty with our 
equipment in the work I told you 
before was our jobs. We had just 
received information—the most im- 
portant for weeks, But we were 
discovered by the enemy, I gave 
my buddy the ‘information we had 
collected, told him to beat it, and 
prepared myself to face the enemy, 
It was the first time I had been 
face to face with the necessity of 
pointing my gun at a man to shoot 
the life from “his body.

Then I came face to face with: 
& group of people who were being 
addressed in the Yiddish language 
Although at home we mostly spoke 
German or French, I nevertheless 
undergtood the Yiddish language 
which is not Jewish, but a» bad 
German, mixed with words from 
many languages where Jews are 
living. By this time, I spoke the 
Yiddish as well as any Jew in New 
York City, 


This meeting interested me, prin- 
cipally because I could understand 
the speehes., J decided it was a sort 
of political meeting, of which ‘there 
were quite a few, This was during 
the year when Theodore Roosevelt 
was preparing for a second term 
campaign and there were political 
meetings galore all over New York 
City, - 


The speaker was a young Jew, 
He spoke against the capitalistic 
governments, including that of the 
United States, He was in favor of 
establishing some other king of 
government, He was succeeded by 
another man, around thirty years 
of age or a little ojder, who spoke 
quietly but with mere assurance. 
His theme centered around the de- 
plorable conditions in Russia, which 
at that time was an imperialistic 
state under Czar Nicholas, This 
man spoke of the complete and im- 
minent overthrow of the Russian 
government; he said there were 
millions in Russia and other parts 
of the world who were ineessantly 
working to free the Russian people

No matter what precautions are 
taken, insect and disease outbreaks 
ore apt to occur in certain sections 
of the garden and in certain crops 
throughout the years, according to 
the revised edition of the Special 
Pamphlet, No 45, on Control of in- 
sects and Diseases jn Vegetable 
Gardens, Under such conditions, the 
grower must resort to the use of 
insecticides ond fungicides or other 
artificial methods of protecting the 
garden from pests. To make the 
most effective use of artificial con- 
trol practices, the gardener should 
become familiar with the common 
irpects and diseases, so that they 
may be quickly recognized. 


In the bulletin a list is given of 
the names and descriptions of the 
insects; descriptions of the type of 
injury, the names of the plants at- 
tacked control recommendations 
both for Eastern and Western Can- 
and recommended fcrmulae 
and dilution tables for the control 
materials.

Sugar when used raw _ isa much more effective 
sweetener than when cooked. It is far more econo- 
mical to add sugar, to suit the taste of the user of 
the fruit, than to put the sugar in at the time for 
canning. 


If a portion of the fruitis canned this year 
without sugar, it will allow of a larger 
quantity being canned, because if raw sugar is 
used, instead of the sugar being cooked with the 
fruit, a smaller quantity is required to produce the 
same sweetening. 


Further, if the fruit is in the homes, canned, there 
willbe opportunities to sweetenit from the ordinary 
Sugar ration, when used
